CONS TITU TION AND BY-LAWS REVISIONS 

TO BE FRCFOSED AT ANNUAL MEETING 

The Board of Directors of N.H.N.A. has 
discussed seme desirable changes in the 
Constitution and By-Laws. The present 
by-laws provide for only one series of 
membership numbers, with prefix or suffix 
to denote charter members, Life members, 
or Honorary members. However, the mem- 
bers at the 1966 Fall meeting voted to 
start a new series of numbers for Honor- 
ary members.. 

Chapter members numbers were to be 
reserved three years, after which a mem- 
ber whose dues were 3 years in arrears 
would forfeit his number. These forfeite 
numbers were to be available to Life mem- 
bers upon request following this April 
1967 meeting. However, directors foresaw 
some confusion and possible unfairness 
resulting from this procedure. There- 
fore they propose that the by-laws pro- 
vide for a new series of numbers for Life 
members, to be assigned in the order that 
life membership is received. 

By-laws presently call for audit of 
treasurer's books by the "executive board 
"immediately prior to the annual meeting' 
This is impractical because the treasure* 
is in the midst of his busiest period 
with business of the convention unfinish- 
ed. The directors suggest the Board or 
a committee appointed by them do the 
audit following the convention, at which 
time the financial situation can be pro- 
perly determined. If a new treasurer is 
elected it would not require an additions 
audit, as would now be required. 

Other matters which may be proposed 
are giving librarian official status, 
clarification of club representatives to 
Board of Directors, and paying tribute tc 
Ray Wheeler by designating the N.H.N.A. 
collection housed at N.H. Historical 
Society in Concord as the Ray Wheeler 
Memorial Collection of the N.H.N.A. Ray. 
Charter member #12, and a key man in 
formation of the N.H.N.A. was killed in 
Viet Nam. Number 12 N.H.N.A. medals in 
both silver and bronze will be placed in 
this collection. 

Present Constitution and By-Laws were 
published in Jan. 1966 issue of Nonagon. 
Most new members received one with mem- 
bership card. A copy may be obtained 
from Cmer Soucy or Wayne Rich by sending 
stamped envelope.

Chapter 3 - State Bank Notes (continued) 

"The ingenious Jacob Perkins of Newburyport, Mass, invented a new kind of stereo- 
type for impressing copper and other plates. From plates so impressed most of the 
bank bills of Massachusetts and New Hampshire were printed at rolling presses and 
called stereotyped bills” (From History of Printing in America ) 

The Perkins Plates were discussed briefly in the first installment of this chapter 
last fall. This issue shows several types numbered for reference purposes. Type 1 is 
illustrated by the Coos County Bank $3 note. This rather crude type was used about 
1804 - 1808 , by several N.H. banks, but was generally replaced about 1806 to 1808 by 
type 2 used for the $1 Cheshire Bank note. Type 3 used for the $2 Lebanon Bank note 
came later and was used as late as the l840's. This type has the denomination in 
script repeated over and over in the background, probably to guard against raising the 
value. Notes of $5 and higher had frames more rectangular with designs across the ends 
These will be designated type 2A or 3A. Type 3A has the denomination repeated in 
script as a background. The Rockingham Bank note shown last issue will be designated 
Type 2B. 

The Perkins Plate principle was used in another manner. Instead of changing bank 
names and denominations, several rectangular vignettes were used in various combina- 
tions for different banks. This type 4 is illustrated by the $5 Merrimack County note 
with "Justice seated" at left, and Franklin at right. This note was cancelled by 
cutting out the signatures, but a different type 4 - $5 note from the same bank placed 
underneath fillc in missing portion with letters matching perfectly. The note beneath 
has cattle at the left, and a river scene across the center (right end missing). Some 
Perkins notes appear to have all original engraving. Examples will be shown later. 

"Jacob Perkins, born July 9 5 1786, was commissioned in 1787 (age 21) to make the 
dies for Massachusetts copper coins. By originating the idea of substituting steel for 
copper plates in bank note engraving he greatly lessened the expense of operation. In 
l8l8 he went to London where he was given a contract to supply plates to the Bank of 
Ireland; in 1840 he was given the contract for printing the first penny postage stamps." 
(From The Encyclopedia Americana, 1953, Vol. 21) 

Chronological order followed in previous installments will be abandoned in favor 
of alphabetical order by towns, which lends itself to easier reference. D.C. Wisrner in 
the Numismatist, April-July 1928, gives detailed descriptions of many of the notes. A 
new listing with many additions including Civil War scrip will be published by the 
Society of Faper Money Collectors when your author has completed work on it. (if you 
know of any specimens of New Hampshire banknotes or scrip ; please report to Wayne S.
